Option two calls for a new 
combined police/fire station and a 
new high school at the Salem 
Street site, with intermediate 
grades moved to the high school 
and elementary grades using the 
current middle schools.

Caira stressed that the options 
are preliminary and subject to 
much more discussion. He also 
said that any combination of the 
options listed could eventually be 
implemented. 

Or none at all 

Any structural changes, particu- 
larly new buildings, would re- 
quire a prop 2 1/2 override. 
Funds for any project would have 
to be approved by a townwide 
vote and then appropriated at 
Town Meeting 

According to the study, the 
town’s population has grown 63 
percent since 1960, from 12,500 
to its current figure of 20,300 
residents.

Caira says extend trash contract

On top of everything else, it 
seems, Town Manager Michael 
Caira is a garbage speculator. 

Caira has pored over tens of 
thousands of pages of documents 
and attended hundreds of hours of 
meetings over the past months to 
figure out in which direction he 
should try to point the town for its 
garbage disposal needs. 

His verdict: stick with NESWC 
and MassTech Refuse Inc. 

That’s the recommendation Cai- 
ra will forward in a presentation 
to voters at the Oct. 28 Special 
Town Meeting, when residents 
decide if they want to extend the 
current NESWC agreement with 
MRI. 

That contract, called “the worst 
I've ever seen” by Caira, expires 
in 2005. If voters reject the pact 
extension, trash tipping fees, cur- 
rently at $95 per ton, will sky- 


rocket to as high as $195 per ton 
over the next 10 years. Next year 
alone, the fee increase will cost 
the town an additional $300,000. 
Unless the contract is extended, in 
which case the increase would be 
around one-third that amount. 

An extension would level tip- 
ping fees to $108.72 per ton, 
retroactive to last year, for the 
next 20 years.

In the spring of 1955, | made 
snapshots of “my” Wilmington 
before all signs of it had vanished. 
Four decades later, those images of 
extremely modest real estate, 
preserved with affection and 
longing, still evoke potent 
memories of a happy youth and 
childhood. 

Example: a blurry shot 
(reproduced in Scratch O'Reilly's 
historical book) of the old 
Wilmington Theater, then shut 
down for good and bearing a “For 
Sale” sign where “Coming 
Attractions” used to be. The 
detached eye might see a brick 
eyesore, vestige of a poor 
community and a joyless time. My 
generation (i as born in 1934) 
would see, and recall, a child's 
wonderland. 

So what if the owner was grumpy 
and sometimes took tickets in his 
undershirt. with his suspenders 
hanging down to his knees; he also 
handed out comic books and Tootsie 
Rolls to everyone as if it was our 
birthday. But his biggest surprises 
were the unannounced cartoons and 
comedy reels - up to three of them! 

that were the icing and filling for 
the two films on every program. 
When the lights went out and a 
brand new Three Stooges burst onto 
the screen to loopy music, we'd feel 
a rush of such ecstasy that we'd 
scream and pound one another 
wildly with our fists. 


Unfortunately, | missed another 
unforgettable landmark. If only 1 
had moved the camera a little to the 
right while snapping Huntley's 
Lunch, you would see Benny's 
Radio Repair Shop. In this faded 
wooden establishment, formerly 
our police station, many of us saw 
for the first time a marvel of the 
century - television. I think it was 
1947. Benny Harrison assembled a 
primitive set and left it on. There 
was no program schedule in those 
pioneering days, so you never knew 
when the action would start, or what 
it would be. The first snowy images 
1 saw were of freight trains - a 
documentary on the railroads. 
Today it would be zapped out of 
sight in a flash; but at the time it was 
a spellbinding spectacle. | have 
forgotten many sights of Paris and 
London, but those fuzzy trains on 
Benny's set, and the cluttered 
workshop where I saw them, are 
burned forever into my mind. 

And one prized photo has been 
lost. It showed a former classmate 
who, back in the 50s, had a unique 
style that made him stand out in our 


little town somewhat like a friendly 
alien - Joe (Big Joe) La Creta. 

But I can easily recall the scene. At 
the time, my penniless friends and I 
were struggling to get some ancient 
jalopies in running condition. Mine 
was a 1929 Model A Ford bought 
from Mr. Pilche: on Roosevelt 
Road for $20, in partnership with 
Frannie Hoban. Scratch O'Reilly 
had tinkered into life a 1934 
Plymouth roadster that had set him 
back $30. 

So there we are in front of the 
Drug Store in the Square talking 
aboutour promising wheels, and up 
pulls Joe. He has not yet become an 
entrepreneur, does not even have 
an especially good job. But he is 
driving a brand new, fin-swept, 
black Cadillac El Dorado 
convertible half a block long, with 
the top down. There are wealthy 
people who would look silly, or at 
least too pretentious in such an eye 
popping machine. Joe, however, 
looks right at home. 


He's wearing cool shades and a 
white tee shirt bulging over massive 
muscles, years before other town 
males had discovered bodybuilding. 
He glides out of the red leather seat 
with a casual bearing that is not 
common among the natives, and 
leans against the car like a 
Hollywood star. "How ya doin’ 
guys?” 

That's the moment when | snapped 
that rare picture: an image of 
Wilmington's only "Californian." 

We had always thought that the 
town was too small for Joe. | am 
glad that we were wrong. As 
proprietor of "Big Joe's" sub and 
pizza shop in the former train depot 
(That's my photo of the old depot 


hanging on his wall), he is still the ~ 


center of attention. The breezy 
manner and blunt friendliness is as 
much of an attraction as his food. 
The old style shines through in his 
spicy, hologrammed business card, 
which declares rather mysteriously, 
"They love the taste, they remember 
the touch." 

Next time | drop by on my annual, 
nostalgic swing through the town, | 
must take ‘another picture of, this 
living landmark, the man who keeps 
at least one small corner of the 
Square alive and worth visiting.

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Ban bear hounding 


Dear Larz: 

Sept. 9 is the opening day for 
the black bear hound hunting 
season in Massachusetts. ~The 
MSPCA hopes that 1996 will be 
the last time this inhumane and 
unsporting practice is allowed in 
the state. 

Question 1, qualified for the 
November ballot by volunteer 
petitioners, would ban the use of 
hounds in hunting black bears, as 
well as ban the cruel and indis- 
criminate practice of leghold trap- 
ping. 

Last season, hunters killed 133 
bears during the one-week season 
- many by using hounds. 

Typically, a hound hunter re- 
leases a pack of dogs and the dogs 
pursue the bear, sometimes for 
miles in an exhausting chase. In 
some instances, the frightened 
bear will turn and fight the dogs, 
resulting in the bloodying and 
mauling of bears and dogs alike. 

Eventually, the bear will seck 
refuge from the dogs by climbing 
a tree. The hunter, following the 
dogs, will then walk to the base of 
the tree and shoot the trapped ani- 
mal. 

There is absolutely nothing fair 
about shooting a bear trapped in a 
tree. It is also entirely unneces- 
sary. :

State law says you must remove 
recyclable materials from the trash. 

Tewksbury's Recycling Comm- 
ittee wants better compliance with 
the law, to include leaving trash on 
the curb for failure to recycle. 

But David Canelas, of V. Canelas 
& Co., the town's trash contractor, 
said the decision would be difficult 
to impose and may have unpleasant 
side effects. Canelas said he is 
willing to leave trash behind, if the 
town ager so orders, but so far 
Town Manager David Cressman 
has not told him to leave any trash 
behind for failing to recycle. No 
other towns have refused to pick up 
ubbish for failure to recycle, he 
said 

At present, Canelas said, yellow 
"warning" stickers are being left on 
irash cans, warning that recyclable 


materials are not being separated. 
But as for issuing red stickers, then 
leaving rubbish behind for failure 
to comply, Canelas said, that idea 
has never been implemented 

“Who's going to be the policeman 
is what | want to know,” Canelas 
said. He said his firm is forbidden 
by law from ripping open plastic 
trash bags to search for recyclables, 
due to privacy protections. 

If somebody leaves a few bottles 
in their trash, would that justify a 
refusal to collect their rubbish? 

And if people's trash was left on 
the curb, he said, what then? Would 
people dump their trash along quiet 
country roads, or would they wait 
until the following week? Canelas 
said he already fields angry calls if 
trash is not collected. 

The decision rests with the Town 
Manager, Canelas said, not with the 
Recycling Committee.

Hurricanes Edouard and Fran (so 
far this year) have given us a look 
at Nature's majesty and fury closer 
than we'd like, here in the U.S., but 
there will be others. 

A hurricane is an amazing thing. 
These natural heat engines chum 
away, creating energies that we can 
only imagine, never duplicate. 

A hurricane begins only after the 
ocean temperatures reach 80°F or 
higher. Hurricane season begins in 
June and runs until November. 

Many hurricanes begin as simple 
storms, rolling into the Atlantic off 
the coast of Africa. Most of these 
storms dissipate harmlessly, but a 
few have other plans. And some are 
given names. 

Falling rain cools the air around 
it by evaporation as it falls. Cool 
air sinks. But if the ocean is warm, 
there is also warm air that wants to 
rise. Rising air here and falling air 
there. No problem, yet. 

But sometimes, the two begin to 
swirl, and there's where the trouble 
begins. Up goes the warm air and 
in comes to cooler air to replace it. 
Add a circular motion and the heat 
rising, replaced by cooler air from 
the surrounding area, intensifies. 
Air moves in faster to replace the 
rising warm air, and faster. 

And soon we have a juggernaut of 
epic proportions, feeding off the 
warm oceans, and moving. 

‘That rising air in the center of the 
storm produces a low air pressure 
in the center of the disturbance. It's 
not quite a vacuum, but it helps to 
visualize it that way. The suction of 
the rising air equals low pressure. 

A “tropical depression" is exactly 
that. Only when the sustained wind 
reaches 35 miles per hour does the 
storm become a “tropical storm,” 
and it receives a name. 

A hurricane becomes official at 
75 miles per hour, sustained. Then 
the beast rises in categories as the 
wind velocity increases. Suffice to 
say that even a Category One blow, 
at 75 miles an hour, is pretty nasty. 
A full-blown Category Five storm, 
with winds approaching 200 mph, 
is a nightmare for all concetned. 

Once started, a hurricane will live 
on until it hits.colder water, or goes 
over land. The storm is nothing but 
a heat engine, and given sufficient 
heat it will continue to churn.

Several years ago, all hurricanes 
were given women's names, but we 
now share the burden among both 
genders. Pair is fair,1 suppose. 

But imagine 100 years ago, in the 
days before weather satellites and 
high-speed communications. What 
a horror that must have been! 

Imagine setting sail out of Nan- 
tucket, on a clear sunny morning, 
without a clue that a hurricane was 
approaching. The sight of clouds 
ahead would hardly prompt a ship's 
captains to alter course -- storms do 
happen at sea -- so they would sail 
blindly ahead, never knowing that a 
monster packing 100 mile per hour 
winds was right in front of them. 
Many sailors went to their doom in 
the teeth of "sudden" hurricanes. 

Radio communications improved 
the situation, somewhat. A captain 
would radio the storm's location, in 
the hopes that somebody heard his 
warning. Some did, some didn't. 

We haven't seen a severe hurri- 
cane in these parts for many years. 
Hurricanes Hugo, Bob and Gloria 
weren't nearly so bad as you might 


think. They did some damage, but 
not the sort of destruction we hear 
about from those who survived the 
nightmarish storms of the past. 

My mother, for one, tells stories 
about the brutal Hurricane of 1938. 
She was a youngster then, but she 
vividly remembers trees falling left 
and right, roofs flying off, and a 
perilous trip from her house to the 
larger house next door, after her 
dad began to worry that the smaller 
house might not survive. The house 
still stands, but minutes after they 
left, a huge oak tree came crashing 
through the front window and wall. 

Sooner or later, history is bound 
to repeat itself. Perhaps this year or 
maybe next, or even a dozen years 
from now, New England will again 
feel the wrath of a full-blown and 
deadly hurricane, Count on it.

“Last year, the Challenge was 
on a Monday and Tuesday,” said 
Silva.

the special September Canada 
Goose hunting season is fast 
approaching. Beginning 
Tuesday, September 3rd and 
running through September 25, 
the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife will open 
a state wide hunting season for 
Canada geese. 

Up to 5 birds a day will be 
allowed in the Coastal and 
Central waterfowl hunting 
zones, while the daily bag limit 
in the Berkshire zone will be 
reduced to 3 birds. This year, a 
permit/diary will be required 
which may be obtained by send- 
ing as self-addressed, stamped 
envelope to: Sept. Goose Season, 
Massachusetts Fish 


Wildlife, Westboro. MA 01581. 
A telephone number should 


be included. The permit is free 
but must be returned at the end 
of the September season. The 
permit is necessary to allow 
biologists to determine the size 
of the September harvest and 
hunter participation. Last year, 
because the possibility of a state 
wide September season was not 
decided until late August, per- 
mits were not required. This 


year, hunters have plenty of - 


time to send for the permits 

which are bing sent out now. 
The state-wide season was

Hillview Country Club donat- 
ed the use of its greens for the 
events, and it is estimated that 
the round of golf would have 
cost each participant about $108, 
and the total value of the dona- 
tion by the keepers of the course 
is about $1,728.
